The city’s new waterworks on 
the Missouri River at Howard’s 
Bend will be put in operation von 
or before Feb. 15, Water Commis- 
sioner Day announced today. ‘che 
plant will have a daily capacity of 
60,000,000 gallons of water which, 
with the 760,000,000 supplied by 
the (Chain-of-Rocks waterworks, 
should be ample to take eare of 
the city’s needs until 1940, accord- 
ing to engineers’ estimates, 

The $12,000,000 provid. 
waterworks was tlie 
item in the 1923 bond issue. W ith 
the completion of present con- 
tracts, about $100,000 will remain 
unexpended of that amount and 
this will be available for improve- 
ments. it is planned to Make the 
waterworks grounds a park, sim- 
ilar to Chain-of-Rocks Park. 

There are two 60,000,000-gallon 
clear water pumps at the new 
plant, but one will be held in 
reserve, as the 16-mile-long pipe 
line connecting the plant with 
mains in the city cannot handle 
more than one pump ata time. By 
1960, it is planned, the capacity of 
the Missouri River waterw orks will 
have been increased to 200,000,000 
gallons, at an additional cost of 
$8,000,000. Commissioner Day says 
additions can be made from time 
to time, probably out of general 
revenue. 

Stacv Park Reservoir, on the 
Olive Street road, part of the new 
plant, is completed. Its capacity is 
100,000,000 gallons.

BAKER HAS ONLY 
PRAISE FOR His 
ADMINISTRATION 


Retiring Governor in Fare- 
7 
well Message Ignores 
Scandals That Have 
Marked His Regime.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4. — 
Gov. Baker, who retires to private 
life Jan. 14 at the conclusion of 
an administration of four rather 
tumultuous years, yesterday gave 
his final message to the Legisla- 
ture. He offered no suggestions 
on big governmental problems, nor 
did he refer to any of the numer- 
ous scandals in State government 
during his administration. 

In a 6500-word message he had 
only praise for himself and his 
appointees. By a peculiar process 
of figuring he turned the recently 
reported $600,000 deficit in the 
Enloe management of the peniten- 
tiary into a balance on the right 
side of the ledger. 

The Insurance Department, in 
which a scandal resulted from the 
collapse of the International Life 
Insurance Co. after the depart- 
ment had prevented an examina- 
tion of the company when it was 
being looted, became, in the Gover- 
nor’s message, the basis for praise 
because, he said, “the policy hold- 
ers have been fully protected 
(through reinsurance) and have 
not been called upon to make a 
contribution of one cent, nor has 
it been necessary to place liens 
against their policies.” 

The Governor ignored the finan- 
cial scandal at the State Hospital 
at Nevada, resulting from his po- 
litical intefference with the State 
Eleemosynary Board’s control of 
emploves, and took credit for the 
improvement in conditions, recent- 
ly explained in the Post-Dispatch. 

In conclusion, the Governor said 
he was leaving the office “without 
any apology whatever, feeling in 
my own consciousness that I have 
always worked for the people of” 
the State and have done my best 
to accomplish results that would 
be constructive rather than de- 
structive.”

“J wish all the people of the 
State could realize the serious sit- 
vation that always confronts the 
Department of Penal “nstitutions,” 
he said. “This department must 
maintain a high type of discipline 
and of course must be humane in 
its treatment of the unfortunates 
entrusted to its care. : 

“It seems that if money is not 
made from the work of the in- 
mates that officials are ccnsured. 
If money is made then the offi- 
cials are open to the charge of 
making money for the State off of 
the poor unfortunates whcse fam- 
ilies have been deprived of their 
support, and at the sari} time all 
forms of industry feel that any em- 
ployment of convicts is placing tr: 
State in competition with private 
industry.

PUMPING GAS INTO EARTH 


Natural Supply Forced Back Into 
Ground to Conserve It. 
By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—As a 
measure of conservation and to 
provide pressure to increase the 
flow of crude oil, nearly 1,000,000,- 
000 cubic feet of natural gas is 
being pumped back into the ground 
each month in California fields. 

Restorage of gas in great subter- 
ranean reservoirs was undertaken 
as an experiment, encouraged by 
Federal and State agencies interest- 
ed in lessening the waste due to 
over-production. While engineers 
are unable to determine how much 
of the stored gas is lost by escap- 
ing through fissures in the earth, 
they are confident that a great re- 
serve supply is being accumulated 
from the quantity that formerly

The report leaves for the experts 
to decide how Germany shall liqui- 
date post-war obligations and the 
task of framing a settlement ac- 
ceptable to all nations concerned 
within limits already known to ev- 
eryone familiar with the »roblem. 
This task is conciliatory and po- 
litical rather than technical, 

Because of Owen D. Young's 
services of this character fof the 
Dawes committee, his nam» is put 
forward by the French and at the 
Paris headquarters of the Repara- 
tions Commission as that of a man 
logically qualified to serve as the 
principal American expert on the 
committee which will undertake 
revision of the Dawes Plan. It °u 
generally understood that Gilbert 
will ask him to serve in this ca- 
pacity and Paris confidently e¢x- 
pects him to accept, officials say- 
ing that his presence would give 
the forthcoming study of repara- 
tions added prestige. 

Final Settlement 

Final settlement of the repara- 
tions problem, it is expected here, 
will be reached along the following 
lines: 

The .ransfer clause of the Dawes 
plan will be abolished as a neces- 
sary step toward marketing 16,000,- 
000,000 marks (about $4,000,000,- 
000) of German railroad bonds end 
industrial debntures provided for 
by the plan. In effect, however, 
it will continue in force, as the 
marketing of these bonds probably 
will be under control of a banker « 
committee and, the market not be- 
ing ready for them, they will be 
sold slowly. 

They probably will be handed 
over to Germany's creditors ac- 
cording to the amount of repara- 
tions due each country, France 
thereby receiving 52 per cent of 
them. They will represent about 
the present day value of the final 
30 years of the allied war debts to 
America, as the face value of the 
last 30 years’ war debt scttlemm ° 
will be between $6,000,000,000 and 
$7,000,000,000, the present day val- 
ue being about half this amount, 
if a discount rate of 4 or 4% per 
cent which has been discussed, ‘s 
taken as a basis of calculation. 

France's Probable Plan. 

But there is no illusion that the 
reparations and war debts repre- 
+ sented by these bonds could be 
handed right over to the United 
States, evenfif ‘he market permit- 
ted. Each cOuntry will be expected 
to absorb fits share, France, for 


huge internal debt by replacing it 
with German bonds and placing 
the rest of the world market— 
that is to say, the American mar- 
ket. 

In France's case it will be po- 
litically expedient to sell as many 
of the bonds th America as pos- 
sible, as it would be much easier 
to get the Melion-Berenger debt 
settlement ratified if the last 30 or 
25 years of payments were topped 
off now. The cry of loading pos- 
terity with the debt will then cease. 

A similar situation exists in 
other countries. Everything de- 
pends, of course, upon what Wash. 
ington will consider a reasonable 
discount rate for payments due itn 
more than 30 years, but it is as- 
sumed that the total will be about 
cut in half. 

All this will be easier to nego- 
tiate because of Gilbert's estimate 
of Germany’s ability to pay. 
Though this estimate has been 
called “unfair” in Germany, the

- Dies of Heart Attack. | 

Jimmy died early yesterday | 
morning. That is to say, he had 
finished his usual night’s work. 
Saturdays begin ear!y on a morn- 
fing newspaper and Jimmy had 
been at his business since 2. o'clock 
in the afternoon. The last forms 
had closed at midnight and Durkin, 
with that same method that had 
marked him for 33 years, had put 
on his coat and hat and muffler 
and overcoat and marched de- 
corously out of The Tower. On his 
way home he was taken ill He ar- 
rived home at 4640 North Camp- 
bell avenue, but the heart seizure 
was mortal. His wife helped him 
to bed. He died in a few minutes. 

This is worth recording in some 
minuteness, because it is as Dur- 
kin would have ordered it. He | 
finished out the week to the dot. 
It was Saturday night and his 
work was ended. His health had 
been bad for months and he had 
planned to go south for some 
weeks during the winter. Indeed, 
he had prepared to leave next Sun- 
day for Biloxi. Saturday night one 
of the copy boys asked after his 
health. 

“I guess I'm going to be kicking 
off one of these days,”” he said. And 
went about his business. 

His Boys Make Good. 
Flis business had been accurately 
attended to in all of his thirty-three 

years. There are many important 
business men in Chicago who may 
lay some of their success to Dur- 
kin’s keen judgment of character 
in having employed them on his 
staff of copy boys. In his time he 
hired hundreds of them. He dis- 
charged few. For usually when 
they were hired by Durkin they 
came through a sieve, and Durkin 
sifted exceedingly fine. The Tri- 
bune has many a fine printer and 
photographer and office executive 
snatched out of the corridors by 
Durkin to be office boys. 

Durkin’s outstanding characteris- | 
tic, perhaps, was his perfect neu- 
trality. Bernard J. Mullaney, now 
vice president of the Peoples Gas 
Idzght and Coke Co., who in his 
youth was a reporter bossed by 
Durkin. said of him: “It is as easy 
to conceive of The Tribune Tower 
walking off up Michigan avenue as 
of Durkin interesting himself one 
way or another in anything, af- | 
fecting the definite, measured tread 
of events as he knew them.”

ANY players do not know 
\) to break up a shot. It 
is essential that a defensive 
man never leave his feet. When 
an opponent begins his shot, the 
guard should attempt to get his 
hand in contact withthe ball and 
ceflect its flight, if he cannot 
sain control of it. If the guard 
cannot,do either, he then should 
force the opponent to hurry his 
shot, for haste makes waste. 
The diagram illustrates how to 
break up a shot. Notice the de- 
fensive man’s stance. He is ina 
position to move in any direc- 
tion. The opponent starts his 
Upon seeing this, the de- 
fensive man thrusts his hand at 
his opponent’s eyes. This does 
not mean he should attempt to 
hig the man, but the idea is to 
cause the player to Mink his 
eyes, thus losing sight of the 
basket.

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$200,000,000 TAX CLAIM 
MEETS WITH OPPOSITION 


House Committee Discusscs Meas- 
ure for Recovery on Payments 
Made 63 Years Ago. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Devel- 
opments before the House Ways 
and Means Committee at a hearing 
today on the resolution seeking to 
permit states to sue the Federal 
Government to recover $200,000,- 
000 alleged to have been illegally 
collected in direct taxes in 1866, 
1867 and 1868, indicated strong op- 
position to the measure, The res- 
olution has been adopted by the 
Senate. 

States’ rights. statutes of limita- 
tions and definite claims were de- 
bated by the witnesses, Senator Ste- 
phens (Dem.), Mississippi, and 
Burton Schmitt of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
representing New York and 24 oth- 
er states involved in the claims, 
and committee members. 

Chairman Hawley read a letter 
from Attorney-General Sargent ex- 
pressing the opinion that the mat- 
ter should go before the Court of 
Claims and not to the Supreme 
Court, as provided in the resolution. 

Secretary Mellon, in a letter, in- 
formed the committee that several 
hundreds of .millions of dollars 
would be required “to settle all 
claims with respect to internal rev- 
enue taxes since 1868 alleged to 
have been illegally collected or no 
which the statutes of limitations 
have run against the taxpayers. 
“This amount is, of course,” he 
adyded, “in addition to the amounts 
aggregating over $400,000,000 col- 
lected for 1866, 1867 and 1868.” 

Senator Stephens said the “Unit- 
ed States ought to pay its debts,” 
and that “if there is any doubt that 
s0 many states and people have 
been treated unjustly, the question 
of the constitutionality of these 
Federal direct taxes should be de- 
cided by the Supreme Court.”

MOLDING CLAY 
MOLDS CHILD

I: is a pleasant thought that 
things for children are to be 


found in any home, and that those 


which Tt is necessary to buy are 
generally extrémely cheap. Such is 
the case with clay. 

Clean, gray clay can be bought 
at little expense from any school 
supply house. A five-pound can 
wilt last a long while, and if kept 
damp in a crock can be used again 
and again. Yet even this clean, 
gray clay does not find favor in 
homes where the housekeeping is 
fastidious or where there is no 
room set aside for children's play. 
In such instances, plasticene which 
is free from the objections that ap- 
ply to clay, may be uged instead, 

As a rule clay does not appeal to 


the child until he is about 4 years 


old, although before that time he 


‘may enjoy manipulating it. _At 4, 


however, he begins to like ft be- 
cause he can make it do so many 
things for him. 

Clay is a splendid plastic mate- 
rial which develops the skill of his 
hands at the same time that {ft al- 
lows free play to his imagination. 
The experience is quite different 
from that with paint or crayon, 
since with clay he is called on to 
represent things in their three di- 
mensions, The young child should 
be given no tools to use in mold- 
ing the clay since much of its 
value is in the skill it develops in 
the use of his fingers. 

It is unwise to suggest te him 
what he should make, or to give 
him a model to copy. Half the 
value of the experience is lost un- 
less he is left to his own devices. 
Occasionally it will not harm {ff his 
mother sits Cown with him and 
makes somethirg herself, provided 
this is done in a spirit of ,com- 
radeliness rather than instruction. 

The average child enjoys repro- 
ducing in clay the common objects 
of his daily existence. Dishes, 
animals, birds and birds’ nests gen- 
erously supplied with eggs are the 
things he usually makes. Now and 
then a child with more than aver- 
age gift will, unless hampered by 
too much instruction, make some 
figure which is more purely a 
product of his imagination, and 
which indicates that in clay he has 
found a medium that he may use 
for years to come. .
